Lompoc’s missile, the vintage Titan at the city’s eastern gates, is going to 
come down 
The Lompoc City Council voted unanimously last night to remove and 
demolish the landmark, which was erected in the 1960s to cormnemorate this 
area s heyday of ICBM development at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
In recent years, the early missile’s paint has begun to peel and its 
supporting base to rust just as the once swollen complement of base missile 
personnel has continually dwindled and Lompoc s 
rocket racket 
boomtown period has retreated into memory. 
Councilman Em il Scolari brought up the idea of making a decision on the 
missile at last night’s regular session. The cost of repairing and repainting the 
space vehicle had earlier been determined by the city staff and found by the 
council to be more than they could afford

City Administrator Gene Wahlers reported that both the Air F orce and 
Grefco Co.' have approved the removal. Grefco donated the triangle shaped 
Ingram Park in 1967 to frame the missile at the intersection of Highways 246 


af>Wahlers said that the city will retain the park after the missile is gone The 
’ council directed the city staff to look into an attractive use for the concrete 
pad which will remain Technically, the missile still belongs to the Air Force. 


“They have already responded that they do not want it back, said Wahlers. 
The only military requirement is that it be ‘demilitarized, he said, which 
means be junked for scrap.

Fair chance reported 
of Mideast settlement

Israel today completed its thinning out 
of armed forces and firepower in the 
Sinai Desert a day ahead of schedule and 
Defense Minister Shimon Peres said 
there was a fair chance of settlement of 
the Middle East crisis if Egypt showed a 
willingness to compromise as well as 
negotiate. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
returning on President Ford’s flight 
from Europe to Washington, 
said 
“ conditions exist in which there could be 
progress” in the Middle East, but he 
added, “ I’m not saying there is going to 
be progress.” 


A senior American official with the 
Kissinger party said Ford’s meeting in 
Salzburg, 
Austria 
with 
Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat was “ very 
positive” and could lead “ to a new 
period of Middle East diplomacy ” 
Ford said he would offer a Mideast 
peace plan at the end of June or early 
July following talks in Washington with 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. A 
senior U.S. official said the United 
States considers the Middle East the No. 
1 problem since a future war there could 
bring another Arab oil embargo and 
economic crises to the United States, 
Europe and Japan. 


Stanford balks at paying out 
ransom to African guerrillas 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (U P I) — 
Stanford University does not want to pay 
the ¿00,000 ransom demanded by 
African guerrillas holding two of its 
students captive since May 19, a 
spokesman 
for 
the 
Californian 
university said today. 
But Dr. David Hamburg, a Stanford 
professor representing the university in 
attempts to free the students, said 
“ Stanford certainly would not stand in 
the way of private individuals who would 
want to raise funds. 
“ Some 
people 
have 
already 
volunteered to donate money for the 
ransom,” Hamburg said. 


Ford Motor tells 
of drop in sales 


DETROIT (U PI) — The Ford Motor 
Co. said today that its sales slipped 22 
per cent in May. It was the U.S. auto 
industry’s first report of a month 
expected to be its best of the 1975-model 
year. 
Reports 
from 
General 
Motors, 
Chrysler and American Motors were 
expected later in the day with sales for 
the month estimated at about 595,000 
cars, off 22 per cent from last May’s 
already depressed level but still the 
highest since October. 
Imports, while expected to be up about 
17 per cent from last year, slipped from 
April’s high levels and dropped to its 
lowest share of the U.S. market in 1975. 
Of the 14 car lines that reported May 
sales, 12 were up from last year but all 
but five were below their April levels. 
Ford said it sold 164,290 cars in May, 
off 22 per cent from 211,575 last year. 
For the year to date, its sales totaled 
743,149 cars, down nearly 22 per cent 
from last year’s pace 
John B. Naughton, Ford vice president 
for sales, said the higher May sales, up 9 
per cent over April, reflected improved 
consumer confidence that should be 
reflected in higher sales this summer. 


Guerrillas 
operating 
across 
the 
Tanzanian border in Zaire (former 
Belgian Congo) against the Zaire regime 
of President Mobutu Sese Seko kidnaped 
three Stanford students and a Dutch girl 
from a wildlife research station in 
northwestern Tanzania May. 19 
Those kidnaped were Barbara B. 
Smuts, 24, of Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
Carrie Jane Hunter, 21, of Atherton, 
Calif., and Kenneth S. Smith, 22, of 
Garden Grove, Calif., and Dutch girl 
Em ilie Bergman. 
On May 25, six days after the 
kidnaping, the guerrillas released Miss 
Smuts 
unharmed, 
with 
messages 
demanding $500,000 ransom, the release 
of Zaire guerrillas held in Tanzanian 
jails and arms supplies. 
The Tanzanian government rejected 
the demands. 
Hamburg, speaking to newsmen, said 
Stanford university would pay the 
ransom only “ with great reluctance 
“ The 
university 
would 
want 
to 
minimize the incentive for people to 
repeat this kind of thing in the future,” 
he said. 
He said Dr. Peter Steiner, a Michigan 
University professor who was trying to 
get in touch with the guerrillas at 
request of Stanford university and 
parents of the kidnaped students, had no 
authorization to pay any ransom. 
Steiner flew last week to Bujumbura, 
capital of the republic of Burundi, which 
adjoins Tanzania and Zaire near the 
scene of the kidnap on the shores of Lake 
Tanganyka. 
“ Steiner is trying to get in contact 
with

and 
get 
an 
assessment 
of 
what 
the 
situation 
requires,” Hamburg said 
He said the fact the kidnapers already 
have received worldwide publicity from 
the kidnaping might be an incentive to 
them to release the students unharmed. 
Tanzanian officials said the kidnapers 
belonged to the self-styled People’s 
Revolution Party which has been waging 
guerrilla 
warfare 
against 
Zaire 
government troops in Eastern Zaire for 
several years.

The Board of Supervisors today called 
on home owners and property owners to 
prepare for the worst— a clear signal at 
11 a.m. that the supervisors were at an 
impasse in the salary dispute with 
striking county fire fighters. 
In a statement on behalf of the 
supervisors, board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie declared: “ At this time the 
county is unable to offer a shorter work 
week or greater salary increase for fire 
fighters. In view of the union's refusal to 
accept the county’s position, it is 
strongly urged that all home owners 
and property owners exercise great 
caution 
and 
surveillance 
of 
their 
property to prevent any outbreak of fire. 
“ Although we have assurances of aid 
from 
surrounding 
fire 
protection 
agencies, we do suffer a lower level of 
service and it is therefore incumbent on 
all to do everything to reduce the fire 
hazard.” 
The statement came amidst charges 
and counter charges. Supervisor Robert 
K. Kallman denounced late this morning 
as “ a malicious rumor” a report that he 
would recommend that $469,000 in 
revenue sharing funds earmarked for 
social agencies be voided and applied 
instead to salary hikes for firemen. 
Approximately 200 persons were in the 
audience in anticipation of a battle over 
the revenue sharing allocation 
In his statement, Beattie set forth the 
issues that surround the dispute: “ The 
main issue is salary and the length of the 
work 
week 
A 
beginning 
fireman 
receives a monthly salary of $932 with 
merit increases available through a top 
level of $1,138 a month. Fire fighting 
personnel 
in 
the 
classification 
of 
engineer are eligible for salary on a 
monthly range of $1,025 to $1,251. The 
salary for a fire captain is $1,276 to 
$1,403 
“ With regard to the firemen’s work 
week, the present schedule is calculated 
to an average of 66.46 hours per week. 
The schedule requires a fireman to 
report to work on an average of 11 shifts 
a month. We recognize there are many 
fire departments in the state that have a 
work week averaging less than 66 hours. 
“ We have acknowledged this in the 
past and have negotiated on it and 
devised a plan for a phase reduction in 
the work hours for firemen. 
“ However, the federal bureau of labor 
standards 
act 
mandated 
certain 
reductions that were to have been made 
Jan. 1, 1975. A court order has been 
issued which delays implementation of 
the plan for reduced work hours 
“ Also, we are unable to finance a 
reduced work week and maintain the 
same level of fire protection service. 


“ Senate Bill 90 enacted by the 
legislature in 1973 places a tax rate 
limitation on all local government 
agencies. The fire department and that 
portion of the fire department budget 
financed by the fire protection district is 
at the tax rate limit. We have examined 
the legal provisions for increasing that 
limit and have offered the maximum 
possible but it has been rejected.”

Liberals defeated in attempt 
to slash weapons spending 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate, 
supporting 
a 
personal 
plea 
from 
President Ford, today defeated an 
attempt by liberals to slash $1.2 billion 
from military weapons spending in 
fiscal 1976. 
The Senate declined to cut a $25 billion 
recommendation by the Armed Services 
Committee to a ceiling of $23.8 billion. 
The vote came after Sen. Sam Nunn, 
D-Ga., warned that the United States’ 
military posture was already “substan­ 
tially below” levels of the last 25 years 
Nunn strongly challenged Sen. Stuart 
Symington, 
a 
former 
Air 
Force 


secretary and one of three Democrats 
who introduced the ceiling amendment 
The others were Sens. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts and Alan 
Cranston of California. 
Although the Defense Department 
originally proposed nearly $30 billion for 
weapons procurement through June 30, 
1976, the vote was considered a victory 
for President Ford in his first major 
defense battle in the Senate after the 
recent Indochina debacle.

President Ford, who just returned from 
NATO summit Ulks in Europe, said 
today the United SUtes must lead its 
allies with a defense posture “ second to 
none” and an energy program showing 
“ Americans have lost neither their 
nerve nor their national w ill.” 


Ford issued his call to action in a 
speech to the 849-member graduating 
class at the U.S. M iliUry Academy 
—less than 10 hours after his return 
from a six-day European tour including 
meetings with 
NATO leaders and 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 


Ford, 
whose 
arrival 
at 
Michie 
Stadium brought a crowd of about 20,000 
to its feet, said he found the NATO allies 
have “ a new sense of unity and a 
confidence in the United SUtes,” but 
they are looking to Washington for 
“ leadership in meeting the tremendous 


challenges of mainUinmg the peace 
and coping with energy and economic 
problems. 
With a brisk wind whipping the flags 
of 50 sUtes on the sUdium rim. Ford 
watched as the graduating cadets —stiff 
and splendid in dress grey tunics, 
swords, white gloves and white hats 
—marched from opposite ends of the 
field and took seats to hear the Presi 
dent’s appeal for a strong national 
defense posture. 
“ One such practical demonstration, 
he said, would be for Congress to reject 
proposals 
for 
cutbacks 
in 
defense 
spending that already has fallen to the 
lowest level since the Korean war 
“ It is my firm conviction that we 
cannot afford further erosion of our 
bedrock defense budget, 
he said, “ and 
I will fight hard to prevent it 
"I believe the American people want a 
national defense posture that is second 


to none ” 
Ford said a comprehensive program 
to

fully 
independent of foreign oil was equally 
vital in the face of “ externally fixed 
prices that threaten both our economic 
health and our national security 
He said congressional approval of 
such a program “ would be another 
convincing demonstration to our allies 
and to our adversaries that Americans 
have lost neither their nerve nor their 
national will 
“ All of the encouraging declarations 
of commitment to mutual defense and 
mutual progress which 1 heard at the 
NATO summit conference in Brussels 
last week will be meaningless unless the 
industrial democracies have assured 
sources of energy to power both their 
economic and miliUry efforts, he said 
“ Once again, the United SUtes is 
looked to for leadership and example

Murderer faces electric chair 


AUSTIN,

- 
Robert Elmer Kleasen, who 
once vowed he was “going in 
for the kill” to avenge a grudge 
against the Mormon Church, 
was sentenced Tuesday to die 
in the electric chair for the 
dismemberment murder of a 
Mormon missionary. 
A seven-man, five-woman 
jury took 20 minutes to agree 
on the death sentence for 
Kleasen, convicted Monday of 
murdering Mark Fischer, 19, of 
Milwaukee, Wis. 
Kleasen protested his inno­ 
cence after the sentencing. 
“ I ’m 
innocent 
of 
the 
charge,” he said. "I've always 
been innocent of the charge. I 
thought that they had to prove 
you were guilty, but I guess it 
isn’t so. 1 guess you have to 
prove you’re innocent.” 
Fischer and another mis­ 
sionary, Gary Smith Darley, 
20, of Simi Valley, Calif., disap­ 
peared Oct. 28 —the day they 
told friends they were going to 
dinner with Kleasen. 
P ro sec u to rs 
produced 
circ u m sta n tia l 
evidence

shot 
Fischer 
and

u sed 
a 
taxidermist’s handsaw to dis­ 


member the bodies, 
which 
were never found. 
Kleasen, a self styled big 
game hunter who contends he 
is a former CIA agent, was 
angry at the Mormon church 
for not helping him when he 
was jailed on a buffalo rustling 
charge. 
Kleasen said the Mormon 
church was like a family to 
him. But he read into the 
record parts of two letters to a 
Mormon elder in San Antonio in 
which he said he was mistreat­ 
ed by church officials 
“I’ve been insulted and lied 
about. I want to go after my 
false accusers. 1 have no pangs 
of pity. I want their heads,” he 
said in one. 
“Please don’t ask me to 
forgive,” he said in another. 
“ I’ve suffered too much. I’m 
going in for the kill.” 
Speaking directly to the jury, 
Kleasen denied his guilt. 
“You have convicted me of 
murder and I’ll probably die for 
it, but 1 didn’t do it,” Kleasen 
said. 
“ Mr. 
Smith 
(District 
Attorney Robert O. Smith) is 
waiting with his hatchet to chop 
me up. and he probably will, 


but I just want to say to the 
jury that I have no doubts I will 
die, but I will die for a crime 1 
did not commit, so help me 
God.” 


Smith said the verdict was 
supported by evidence and 
“certainly justified.” 


Dr. David Cook, a psychia­ 
trist called by the state, told 
jurors Kleasen could kill again 
if he were released from 
prison.

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LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
county tax assessor hit Howard 
Hughes

Based on an estimated worth 
of $100 million, the penalty 
would amount to $25 million. 
The barge is kept docked at 
Redwood City, Calif., outside 
Watson’s jurisdiction. 
The registered owner of the 
618-foot Glomar Explorer is the 
Summa Corp.,

company owned by Hughes.

Memories of Ted 
linger in Texas 
after 3 years

NEW YORK (UPI i - Somebody on the 
Texas 
Rangers’ 
bench 
mentioned 
Ted 
Williams' name the other day, and that did it. 
Everybody had his own personal story to tell 
about him, most of the stories being 
embellished with loud gestures. 
Ballplayers are like matadors in the 
bullring They never forget the smallest 
details The matador remembers every bull 
he ever fought, whether the animal hooked to 
the left or right. 
Similarly, every ballplayer can offer you 
chapter and verse on each manager he ever 
worked for, lettmg you know which foot he 
always started out of the dugout with, the 
exact number of times he neglected to bring 
the infield in and how much he tipped at 
breakfast 
Ted Williams has been gone from the 
Rangers three years now, but none of those 
who played for him have forgotten him and it 
is likely they never will 
Among those with the club now who served 
under him are Jeff Burroughs, the American 
League’s MVP last year; Toby Harrah; 
Lenny Randle; Dave Nelson, Tom Grieve; 
Jackie Brown, Bill Fahey and Joe Lovitto. 


Some of them were members of “The 
Underminers.” a “club’ within a club 
formed in Washington in 1971 and dedicated 
to the proposition that someone else, not Ted 
Williams, should be the manager. 
Ask 
Denny 
McLain 
about 
“ The 
Underminers'’ sometime and he’ll tell you 
all about them 
He was one of the ring 
leaders 
Toby 
Harrah 
rem em bers 
“ The 
Underminers,” too, and he knows how some 
of those who played under Ted Williams felt 
about him as a manager, but the bright, 
personable 
26- year-old 
shortstop 
from 
Marion, Ohio, has a completely different 
opinion of the former Red Sox slugger than 
some of the others do 
"He used to chew my ears out. but I liked 
him,” says Toby Harrah, openly and within 
earshot of some of those Rangers he knows 
didn’t. 


“I knew he was looking out for my own 
good, and I know now I wasn't a good pupil, 
but he helped me tremendously with my 
hitting. He made me an aggressive hitter 
‘Go 
u d 
there 
and 
take 
charge. 
Be 


aggressive, he'd say 
“I honestly admire Ted Williams I mean, 
he was one of the greatest hitters of all time/' 
From what I saw I really believe he was the 
greatest I wished he had stayed manager 
longer. I would've liked playing for him 
"Please understand I enjoy playing for 
Billy Martin He has made all the difference 
m this ball club, and in a way he is like Ted 
Williams —they’re both perfectionists —but 
I remember Ted going out of his way to help 
me when he didn’t have to. ” 
Toby Harrah, now being sought by the 
Yankees, flips back the calendar four years 
to 1971, his first full season with Washington. 


“This is when I wasn't making any 
money,” says the Rangers’ strong-armed 
shortstop, “when I was just making the 
minimum. Ted said ’Hey, Toby, you doing 
anything tomorrow morning’’’ I said no, and 
he said Well, c'mon out to the ballpark and 
pick up a coupla extra bucks.’ 


“So I went out the next morning and 
shagged balls for about an hour Ted was 
hitting You never saw anything like it in 
your life I never have anyway. He was 


laying ropes out there He dropped a hat out 
in right center and so help me, he put four or 
five balls right into the hat. I never saw 
anything like that in my life 
“He was doing some kind of film 
commercial for Sears, and he saw to it I got a 
coupla hundred dollars just for shagging He 
didn’t have to pick me, but he did The guys 
who didn’t like him, didn t understand him 
He was a complex person. 
Harrah did feel Williams' wrath once 
during a game with the White Sox 
“Carlos May hit a ball to the wall, and I 
thought it was a sure triple,'' remembers 
Harrah “When I got the relay, I turned,

Congress has final say 
NCAA protests sex rulings

— New government rules for 
equalizing the rights of women in college sports fell short of 
achieving a cease-fire in the battle of the sexes today 
between 
the 
major 
men's 
and 
women’s 
athletic 
associations 
The regulations were issued under approval of President 
Ford and HEW Secretary Caspar W. Weinberger to carry 
out provisions of the so-called Title IX of a 1972 law 
empowering the government to cut off federal funds for 
schools that practice sex discrimination. Congress has 45 
days to veto the rules before they can become effective 
The 
National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
Association, 
predominantly 
male, 
quickly 
protested 
the 
federal 
regulations as a move which “ may signal the end of 
intercollegiate athletic programs as we have known them in 
recent decades ” 
A representative of the Association for Intercollegiate 
Athletics for Women was less denunciatory She praised 
Weinberger for asserting at a news conference that equal 
rights for women in campus sports was “the law of the land 
and will be enforced. ” 
But the A1AW declined to endorse the HEW rules outright 
until further study. 
A major feature of the rules was an exemption from the 
equal-sex rules granted what were defined as contact sports 
—football, basketball, rugby, wrestling, ice hockey, and 
boxing. 


Weinberger said at his news conference; “Many athletic 
activities do not involve bodily contact—tennis, track, 
swimming, golf and others. In these sports, if an institution 
offers a team for one sex and not for the other, and if it has 
limited the opportunities it has offered to members of the 
other sex in the past, then members of that sex must be 
allowed to try out for positions on the team. ” 
The HEW secretary also specified that the government 
rules do not require equal dollar-for-dollar spending by the 
colleges for men and women’s sports teams. 
But the government warned that major factors to be 
considered in deciding whether there has been sex 
discrimination in athletics will include equal provision of 
supplies and equipment; games and practice schedules; 
travel and per diem allowances; coaching opportunities and 
pay; locker room and practice facilities; medical and 
training services; 
housing and dining services, and 
publicity. 
The government rejected an NCAA appeal that football 
and basketball revenues be exempted from the law. Many 
coaches and athletic director's express fear the new 
financial demands to equalize sports will cut deeply into the 
two sports. 
Elementary schools will be allowed a year to attain 
compliance, mainly in integrating gym classes 
High 
schools and colleges were given three years.

Photo by Scott Ostler 
Here's times, tips for 
upcoming grunion runs 


The grunion season reopens m June 
with the first two-hour run on Southern 
California beaches scheduled to begin at 
10:50 p.m. Wednesday, June 11, just two 
days after the new moon. 
Runs will follow on June 12 at 11:38 
p.m., June 14 at 12:33 a.m. and June 15 
at 1:39 a.m. In each case the run lasts 
about two hours. 
The best times for grunion hunting 
normally occur during the second hour 
and on the second and third nights of the 
fournday run. 
(For dates of other significant four- 
day runs this year, call the Record 
Sports Department.> 
The 
beginning 
of 
each 
four-day 
grunion run occurs two days after a new 
or full moon during the highest tide of 
the day when grunion come ashore to 
spawn 
The female wiggles herself tail first 
into the sand and deposits her eggs 
which are fertilized by the sperm of a 
male that curls itself about the wiggling 
female. 
It might appear unsportsmanlike to 
catch grunion when their minds are on 
sex, but the odds are with the slippery 
silvery fish since they can only be taken 
by hand, and as any grunion hunter will 


tell you that’s not easy. 
Grunion can be expected on any of the 
principal beaches, grunion hunters are 
cautioned to keep quiet and not dash into 
the water, or use excess light. 
A valid state fishing license is all that 
is required for taking grunion. There is 
no limit, but grunion should not be 
wasted.

Clean and scale 
them, then roll in a mixture of flour and 
yellow corn meal to which a little salt 
has been added. Deep fry until golden 
brown. Other grunion fanciers prefer 
them barbecued.

In wrestling, Filarsky won the league 
heavyweight championship and placed 
second in the CIF Southern Section 
finals. He played a big role in Cabrillo's 
undefeated league season. And it was his 
first shot at organized wrestling. 
In track, Bruce was a solid member of 
two undefeated league-champion teams. 
In short, he’s a winner. 
But everything didn't go as planned 
this year.

season. 
“I’ve never heard of that before," 
whistled Lompoc wrestling coach Jerry 
Hamstad.

off 
somewhat in track, due to what Conq 
coach Buck Crosby would call “senior- 
itis.” 
“1 got kind of lazy,” Bruce admits. “It 
(track) was kinda hard to get into.” 
One of the distractions during track 
season was the offers tendered by 
various colleges hoping to land Bruce’s 
body on their gridiron. 
“About 15 colleges directly contacted 
me,” Knowles relates.

So why did he pick Riverside?

Ron Hunt: a gold mine hanging on his bones 


Ron Hunt: 1 lump or 243? 


He put his body 
into his work

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Nobody this past spring training 
trained harder or queerer than Ron Hunt, major league record 
holder for being hit by most pitches in one season and one career. 
In St. Petersburg, Fla , the St. Louis Cardinals' camp, the gritly 
utility infielder stepped into the batting cage, his burly body 
snuggling as close to the plate as possible, elbows in fact hunched 
over the plate. Batting practice pitcher throws. 
Now, with Hunt hitting, the next sound is rarely the conven­ 
tional smack or crack or pop. The sound is more likely a plunk A 
plunk in the ribs, a plunk in the shoulder blades, a plunk in the 
back. This particular time, it was the elbow. 
In the game later that day, he intercepted another pitch on the 
same elbow. 
More: The Cardinals, like all teams, have a pitching machine 
named "Iron Mike,’’ which is programmed to hurl balls toward 
the plate. “ Iron Mike” hits nobody, other than Hunt. 
“ I guess he’s got my number, too — caught me about six times 
already,” said Hunt, sitting with smudgy white uniform in the 
Cardinals’ locker room at A1 Lang Field. 
But isn’t it unusual, Hunt was asked, for “ Mike” to bop anybo­ 
dy? 
“ I don’t think about it,” Hunt said. “ He’s got his problems and I 
got mine.” 
Hunt says this with little emotion shown on his roundish, row- 
dyish, ruddy face — until after a silence and he gives a little 
crooked smile. 
But shortly thereafter, the 34-year-old Hunt was informed by 
manager Red Schoendienst, playing the Grim Reaper, that his 
place on the roster would be filled by a younger man. Hunt hadn’t 
been this disturbed since the day when, as a Met rookie, he 
received at his apartment a bouquet of flowers after a good game 
— and sneezed for a week after. Rough Ron is allergic to 
blossoms. 
He has now returned home to Wentzville, Mo., a bedroom 
community of St. Louis, to tend full time his sporting goods and 
liquor store. It appeared the end of a successful, if weird, career. 
Playing for five teams in his 12 big league seasons, Hunt had 
been hit by 243 pitches; no one else in the whole history of baseball 
had ever been hit even 200 times. 
Hunt holds another dubious record for being pinged most times 
in a season, 50, in 1971, breaking the record of 49 set by Hughie 
Jennings in 1896 
Hunt says he is proud of his records (‘‘The only ones 1 got” ), but 
apparently favors the latter. “ It took 75 years for someone stupid 
enough to establish that record,” he said. 
As a leadoff man. his job was to get on base by hook or crook. It 
was in his rookie year that Hunt first saw the value of standing up 
to a hard ball that is traveling at nearly 100 miles an hour over a 
distance of 60 feet six inches. Hunt was then with the New York 
Mets, in 1963, during that team’s notorious dog days. 
At the end of his rope one day, Manager Casey Stengel offered 
fifty dollars to the first Met player to drive a runner in with the 
bases loaded by getting himself hit by a pitch. 
Enter Hunt Quickly, he was fifty bucks wealthier. And lo and 
behold he had discovered a veritable gold mine, hanging right 
there on his bones. 
By 1971 he was practically flinging his blue-and-black body into 
the path of any flying missile he spied. On his record-shattering 
50th hit, in fact, in 1971, Chicago Cub pitcher Milt Pappas argued 
that Hunt was struck by a strike, but to no avail. 
Pappas then turned his venom on Hunt. He shouted, “ I hope it 
hurt good.” 
Hunt said nothing. “ I didn’t want to add insult to injury, 
he 
recalled. He smiled that funny smile. “ Besides, I don’t talk to 
pitchers. Hell with’em.” 
Hunt has earned two notable nicknames. One is “Scrap Iron.^ 
Scrap Iron, he explains, may not be the best stuff, but there s 
always a use for it. “ Pigpen” is his other nickname. 
That s 
because dirt seems to attract itself to me,” he said, with modest 
joy. 
Although he did not hit the dirt to avoid pitches, Hunt sometimes 
did sink after being tagged. And he proudly relates that he s been 
whomped by the best — Koufax, Drysdale, Ryan, Bunning, 
Seaver, Gibson. “ You name ’em,” he said, “ and I been hit by 
em ” 
. 
‘ , 
He has been hurt by pitches, but never seriously enough to lay 
him up and.put of the lineup. He has been hit in the head twice, but 
each time on the batting helmet. And one pitcher hit him in the 
hamstirng the next at-bat after he broke up the guy’s no-hitter. 
It was his way of clinging to a job he enjoyed, for some 
inexplicable reason, by demonstrating a most elemental law of 
survival: You either hit or you be hit. 
Now it is done, and Ron Hunt can live happily ever after, nur­ 
sing his lumpy memories.

which would prefer to hear someone say 
he was wrong, than pretend, as Nixon 
did, that he had never been wrong. 
Objectively, the statement sounds 
untrue if for no other reason than that 
Mr. Kissinger, who was staunch and 
publicly so in his defense of American 
commitments in Asia, was at Mr. 
Rockefeller’s side during most of the 
years in question. Mr. Rockefeller, if he 
tried to fool Johnson and Nixon, might 
have succeeded in doing so But he could 
hardly have hoped to fool his principal 
foreign adviser. 
But consider the graver alternative — 
that Rockefeller was telling the truth 
If that were so. several things would 
follow: 


First, and most obvious, the American 
people 
would 
have 
been 
formally 
notified that anything they hear crossing 
Mr. Rockefeller’s lips must not be 
accepted as a reflection of his own 
thinking; that one may suppose the 
possibility, or probability, of an ulterior 
motive 
That makes for a certain 
incompatability between a leader and 
his constituents. 


Second, what does this say about the 
power of the federal government to 
intimidate state governors? We have 
spent the better part of the recent 
rhetorical season deploring the power of 
organizations like ITT and Mobil Oil, 


with 
their 
lousy 
little 
political 
contributions measured in the tens of 
thousands of dollars. Suddenly we are 
confronted by a former governor of the 
most powerful individual state in the 
union, the intellectual and cultural hub 
of the nation, advising us that so 
intimidated is he by the financial power 
of Washington to vouchsafe or withhold 
favors, that he truckles to the vanities of 
Presidents by hypocritically endorsing 
policies he secretly deplores 
One would think that on the basis of 
such 
evidence 
every 
Congressional 
committee in Washington would stop 
what it is doing and instantly inquire 
into the substance of Mr. Rockefeller s 
charges, with the view to restructuring 
the federal system so as to prevent the 
gross discriminations Mr. Rockefeller 
implied. 
One 
has 
a 
feeling 
that 
Congress’s failure to react is owing 
either to a> a general disbelief in 
Rockefeller's sincerity ; or b » an anxiety 
to conceal a federal situation in which 
Congress may have a vested interest: to 
wit, the powers of favoritism 
But the most unexammed aspect of 
Rockefeller’s statement is the implicit 
meaning for the rest of the country of 
success by New York in enlarging its 
patronage from Washington 
Mr. Rockefeller used specific figures 
Before he became governor, he said, the 
federal government was spending in

or the outstretched wing image 
of a bird 
It turns out that at speeds of 
500 to 900 miles an hour an X 
design is far and away the most 
efficient 
At NASA's Ames Research 
Center, the X design is being 
pushed by Robert T Jones, an 
imaginative 
theoretician 
credited with development of 
the familiar swept back wings 
of conventional jets 
A German dreamer got the 
obiique-wing idea in 1943. and 
Jones had the same vision two 
years later at Langley Field 
But the notion seemed ridicu­ 
lous, and Jones shoved his 
drawing 
back 
in the desk 
drawer 
The problem was not flight 
instability 
Rather, 
the 
problem was knowledge that if 
both wings point forward, they 
develop so much lift at high 
speed that they break off 
A few years ago, Jones had a 
second thought Perhaps this 
would not necessarily happen 
with an X design Jones did 
some equations but concluded 
the 
problem 
remained 
the 
same --until a friend pointed 
out that Jones had made a 
simple mistake in one of the 
equations 
The 
oblique 
wing, 
Jones 
explains, 
is 
more efficient 
because it develops less drag at 
the wing tips and the point 
where the wing crosses the 
fusilage 
In the Ames wind tunnel a 
model X jetliner developed a 
record high ratio of lift to drag, 
and a remote control model has 
flown at 100 miles an hour The 
design is under study by the 
Boeing Commercial Airplane 
Co as well as by NASA. 
A flying X would take off in a 


conventional shape, with the 
wing at 90 degrees to the 
fusilage. which is the most 
efficient up to 500 miles an 
hour 
Then the wing would 
pivot to an oblique angle 
Turning the wing in mid- 
flight. Jones says, takes little 
power It is much simpler than 
retracting landing gear 
The 
problem for engineers would be 
bringing fuel and electrical 
connections through the pivot, 
but Jones says this would not be 
difficult 
The X is a transonic plane, 
much faster than conventional 
jet transports but not as fast as 
the supersonic Concorde or the 
Soviet 
Tupolev 
144. 
which 
operate around Mach 2 
But the X seems to have 
advantages over these SSTs It 
can fly efficiently at lower 
altitudes, eliminating danger 
potentially posed by SSTs to the 
earth's ozone region 
Over land an X can cruise 
below the high altitude “sonic 
boom speed 
limit” of 750 
m p h . a limit that makes the 
SST less practical for transcon­ 
tinental flight Over water the 
X could accelerate to 900 
m p h , less than an SST but 
still a very high speed 
From New York to Honolulu, 
an X would make the trip an 
hour faster than the SST, which 
would be slowed by the speed 
limit over land and required to 
make a refueling stop From 
the East to West Coast, the X 
would cut an hour or two off the 
current time of conventional 
jets.

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California brandy makers 
seek stiff label controls 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPh - 
California's brandy industry is 
trying to make a name for 
itself —a name protected by 
federal 
and 
state alcoholic 
beverage control officials. 
California brandy makers, 
who produce more than 98 per 
cent of all U.S. brandy, are 
working in Sacramento and 
Washington to have the words 
‘‘California Brandy” become a 
“ controlled 
appellation 
joining the ranks of Kentucky 
Bourbon, Canadian Club and 
Schotch Whisky. 
If the brandy industry is 
successful, then all brandy 
labelled “ California brandy” 
must be made from California 
grapes, distilled in California, 
aged in California cellars, and 
bottled in California 
Those 
restrictions would be enforced 
by 
the 
state 
and 
federal 
government. 
The industry wants to protect 
its hold on the fledgling U.S. 
market it hopes will grow along 
with the nation's new interest 


in wines. In 1973, the nation 
consumed about 59 million 
cases of brandy, and brandy 
officials estimate sales will 
total 6 7 million cases this year, 
with Wisconsin —and the city 
of Milwaukee in particular — 
leading the nation in brandy 
consumption. 
“ Once wine took firm hold in 
this country, it was just a 
matter of time before brandy 
began to move,” said James R. 
McManus, president of the 
California 
Brandy 
Advisory 
Board 
“ It’s the only spirit 
made 
from 
wine 
and 
is 
sometimes referred to as the 
wine drinker’s whiskey. ” 
The first brandies are be­ 
lieved to have been produced 
by those same alchemists who 
were looking for ways of 
making gold. Spanish missio­ 
naries in California started 
making brandies soon after 
they established the vineyards 
for 
producing 
sacramental 
wines.

problems, 
particularly those involving a 
search among many alternate 
pathways such as a telephone 
switching system or an electric 
power grid. 


“ Eventually we hope that in 
writing chess programs we’ll 
gain important clues as to how 
the 
human 
brain 
works, 
Carlson 
said 
"W e 
hope 
particularly to find out how it 
analyzes 
patterns 
—like 
chessboards — and quickly 
abstracts what is important 
from what is trivial.” 


Another USC faculty mem­ 
ber, mathematician Charles 
Kalime, serves as “ tutor” to 
the computer. Dr. Kalme is a 


senior master with a rating of 
2,445. World champion Bobby 
Fischer, by comparison, rates 
a 2,785 
At present the computer is 
playing at a level almost 1.000 
points below Kalme

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Medics turn 
attention 
to pain 


SAN FRANCISCO <UPI> - 
An 
unusual 
task 
force of 
medical men, experts in every­ 
thing from planting electrodes 
in the brain to the study of 
ethnic backgrounds, has been 
formed to battle one of the 
most elusive aspects of illness: 
pain 
“ One thing we never do is 
assume someone who comes 
here is crazy," said Dr. Mark 
Zborowski, in explaining that 
even when pain is not organic 
in nature it is still real to the 
person suffering. 


Zborowski is a unique mem­ 
ber of the Mt Zion Hospital 
Pain Center which uses the 
team approach to the study, 
diagnosis and treatment of 
patients with chronic pain. The 
white-haired Zborowski is that 
rare 
breed 
known 
as 
the 
medical anthropologist. 


The men at the center feel 
that in order to understand pain 
and suffering it is necessary to 
consider the whole person in 
terms of 
factors 
such 
as 
personality, 
life style, 
and 
social background 


Zborowski, the center coor­ 
dinator along with neurosur­ 
geon Dr. Bertram Feinstein, 
brings 
the 
behavioral 
scientist’s perspective to the 
team 
In short, he feels that ethnic 
groups handle pain differently. 
Italians, he has found, are 
interested in immediate pain 
relief while Jews are more 
concerned 
with 
what 
pain 
means for their future prog­ 
nosis. The Irish, he said, tend to 
deny pain. 
"1 
remember 
one 
Irish 
patient when I first started my 
studies 
with 
the 
Veterans 
Administration in the ‘40s, he 
said. “ Doctors told me of the 
intense pain this fellow was in 
and it took 10 minutes for me 
just to get him to admit that he 
was suffering.” 


Zborowski s discipline is one 
of several brought under the 
umbrella of the center. The 
others 
include 
neurology, 
neurosurgery, and psychiatry. 


The patients, although under 
the overall care of an internist, 
meet for several days with a 
panel of doctors from the 
assorted fields. 


These 
meetings 
and 
the 
conferences that follow are one 
of the most important tech­ 
niques at the center, according 
to Dr Burton Wise, chief of the 
hospital’s department of neu­ 
rosciences. 


“ Some of these patients have 
been to 20 or more doctors,” he 
said. “ But all the visits were 
separate. 
Here 
it’s 
team 
work.” 


Feinstein said the center, one 
of about six in the nation, does 
not allow one field to dominate 
and in this way differs from the 
other centers. 


“ Being a neurosurgeon, my 
previous orientation was me­ 
chanistic," he said. “ But in 
some of my work concerning 
research 
into 
pain 
mechanisms, 
I 
found 
that 
surgery did not always cure the 
pain.” 


The patients at the center 
have several things in common. 
Their problems are aggravated 
by social and psychological 
problems and pain has become 
part of their life style. Many 
who have suffered chronic pain 
for 
10 to 
15 
years 
have 
undergone surgery as much as 
12 times. 


The doctors sometimes feel 
like detectives as they hunt 
down the reasons for the pain. 


Wise recalls the man who had 
a severe bump on his head. The 
condition cleared up but head­ 
aches 
continued 
for 
no 
apparent reason. 


“ We couldn’t understand why 
but then noticed the pain was 
gone on the weekend. Finally 
we realized that his man’s boss 
brought on the headaches and it 
was the. patient’s 
way 
of 
dealing with him.” 


Zborowski told of an Italian 
man who suffered intense pain 
in his neck and was under 
heavy medication. 


“ It turned out the family*had 
immediately formed to protect 
this man and would hardly let 
him do anything. Here was a 
guy 
who 
had 
started 
his 
business 
and 
now 
wasn't 
wanted. All he wanted, and 
needed, was to be part of it 
again." 


The doctors said that eventu­ 
ally 
it is established that 
around 80 per cent of the 
patients have problems that 
are emotional or social. 


Wise reminded that before 
these reasons are established, 
all other possible causes are 
ruled out by the team 


He recalled that the great 
composer George Gershwin, 
who died in his 30s, was seeing 
a psychiatrist for headaches at 
the time of his death 


Gershwin died of a brain 
tumor.

Kidney failure occurs when 
the vital organ breaks down — 
from a variety of causes —and 
ceases its work of removing 
urea from the bloodstream 
The result is a buildup of 
dangerous 
urea,

eliminated by the kidneys in a 
person's urine, which can lead 
to serious illness and even 
death 
The treatment today is fairly 
simple, although time-consum­ 
ing and expensive: hemodial­

blood through a machine that
